:?ni^   mammary    GQ^g^atjj  principally   ox' material,  contained  in  ibe  daily 
bullet/ins  issued  at  Rochester  and  Buffalo  respectively,   together  with  statis- 
tics released  from  the  Washington  of f ice  relating  to  grape  production  and 
marketing.     The  material  has  been. assembled  with  the  idea  of  placing  it  before 
the  growers,    shippers  and  dealers  as  an  aid  in  analyzing  future  marketing 
problems  <► 

The  news  service  in  Western  New  York  is  conducted  for  the  benefit  of 
the  growers  and  shippers  and  is  maintained  jointly  at  Rochester  by  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
cooperation  with  theNew  York  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets. 
Reports  were  issued  daily. from  Rochester  and. mailed  free  of  charge  to  those 
requesting  them*     The  office  fit  Buffalo  is  maintained  jointly  by  the  New  York 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets,  Bureau  of  Markets,   Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  United  States  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 

PRODUCTION 


The  estimated  total  production  of  grapes  in  New  York  State  for  1928  was 
85,^70  tons  or  an  increase  of  about  65$  over  last   season  which  was  a  light 
year  with  51,520  tons ♦     The  crop  of  85, k'JO  tons  this  year   is  also  a  slight  in- 
crease over  the  average  production  from  1922-1926,  which  was  81, 108  tons*     The 
total  production  of  grapes  for   the  United  States   continues  to   increase.     The 
estimated  total  production  for  the  United  States  was  £671,076  tons   in  1928  as 
compared  with ' the  2,605,238  tons   in  1927  and  the  five-year  average  (1922-1926) 
of  2,094,757  tons.     The  increase  this  season  can  be  attributed  generally  to 
the   increased  production  in  New  York,    Ohio,   Michigan,   Pennsylvania,   Arkansas, 
and  Missouri.      It  should  be  remembered,   however,    that  all   of  these  states  were 
below  their  average  production  when  they  produced  so  lightly  in  1927  • 
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California  is  by  far   the  heaviest  grape  producing  state  with  a  crop  of 
2,366,000  tons   in  ig2g  of  which  VyJ;'06Q  'tons  were  not  harvested.

With   the  exception  of  California',  New  York  State   is   the  largest  producer 
of  grapes   in  the  United  States.      There  are  three  distinct   sections   in  New  York- 
State  which  are  of  considerable,  importance.  ^  .The  first   of  these  is   the 
Chatauqua-Erie  district,   which  ,. is.  .located  "in...Southw  est  em  New  York  and  North- 
western Pennsylvania  and  produces  more   than  one-half  of   the  grapes   of  New  York 
State.        The  only  variety  of  commercial  'importance  grown  in  this  section  is 
the  Concord.     The  district  of   second   importance   is  the  Central  Finger  Lakes 
District,   located  in  the  lake  Keuka,    Canandaigua  and  Cayuga  sections   in  the 
central  part  of  the  state*       The  crop  in  this  section  is  mostly  'Concord  with 
a  considerable  number   of  Delawares  shipped  during   the  early  part  of  the  season, 
and  a  few  Vorde'ns,   Niagaras  and  Cataw'bas'-,    shipped  during  midseasdn-     'The 
sectioh  next   in  importance   is  the  Hudson  Piiver   section,    located 'in  Columbia, 
Dutchess,   Ulster  and  Orange  counties.      The  principal  variety   in  this   section 
is  also  the  Concord-      There   is   considerable,  overlaping  of  shipments  from  the 
Chautauqua-Erie  and  Finger  Lakes  District,   however   the  movement  from  the

The  Finger  Lakes  District  reported  an  average  year   in  most  respects* 
The   quality  of   the  grapes  was  fair   to' good.      The 'most  prevalent   disease*  in 
this  section  was  mildew,   most  prominent  where   spraying  was' light*     TherB  was 
no   serious- damage  caused  by  frost   to  affect   the  commercial   shipment-      The 
first   serious  frost   did  not ' occur  until   October  22   and  by  this   date  most   of 
the   stock  was  harvested.'  '  The  harvest  season  this  year  provided  excellent 
weather.      There  were;  a*  few"  rainy  days ;   however,    this   served  only  to   cut  down 
the- volume  of  picking  and  is  believed  to  have  helped  to  relieve  congestion 
in  the  markets.      The  volume   of  shipments  from   this   section  was   slightly  higher 
than  in  previous   seasons.      The  amount   trucked  from  the  growing  district   is 
estimated  to  have  been  about  the  same  as   the.  amount.-.SQ  disposed  of   the  preced- 
ing  season.      The  season  off ered  a  wide  rarge   in  prices,  but  the  average  price 
received  is  believed  to  ixe  about  the   same  as   that  of  last  year*     Juice  factories, 
took  about  the   same  amount  of"  stock  as   in. previous   seasons.

DISEASES  AMD  INSECTS 

The  following  statement  was  prepared  by  Derrill  M.   Hani el,  Entomologist, 
Vineyard  Laboratory,    Eredonia,   N--  ¥-. .;     "powdery  mildew  was  unusually  prevalent 
during  theippast  seasonr  in  the   Chatajqua  grape"  belt*     This  outbreak  :wa,s  'brought 
on  by  'the  abundance  of  moisture  during,  the.  summer,,  also   coupled  with  this  was 
the  heavy  foliage' which  prevented  free  circular ization  of  the"  air   through  the 
vines,    thereby  .holding  the  moisture  and  making  almost   ideal  conditions  for   the 
growth  of  the  mildew ._   Although  warned  of  the  prevailing  conditions,   most 
growers  did  not  spray" a;t  all  or  waited  too  long,    so  that  the  increased  amount 
of  foliage  raad§  it  almost  impossible,  to. cover   the"  berry  clusters  with  spray* 
Where  applied 'thoroughly  and  at  the, proper  time. Bordeap  mixture  continues- to 
give  the  most   satisfactory  control,    although  in  seasons   similar  to   the  one 
just  passed  some '"  spreader"    should  be  added.     Fish  Oil  ^proved  very  satisfactory

About  the  same  prices  were-  received  in  both  the  Finger  Lakes  District 
or  the  Chataqua-Erie  district.     The  12  quart  climax  "basket   of  Conpords  on 
which  prices  were  quoted  most  frequently  are  used  in  the  following  statement 
and  all  prices  mentioned  refer  to  "price  per  ton,  with  "basket,   f.o.b.  usual 
terms11  .     The  season  opened  on  October  1  and  prices  during  the  first  week 
ranged  from  $^5-00-50-00  with  a  few  reported  as  high  as  $53-00..     After  the 
first  week  when  shipments  ."became  quite  heavy,   prices  declined  gradually  until 
mid-October  when. §3 *>,'. 00-3 g'-J 00  was  the  prevailing  range.     After  mid-October 
prices  advanced  to  $)45-00~55 .00.,  mostly  $50.00-55-00  in  late  October,   and  it 
was  at  these  prices  the  season  closed  on  November  2nd.

The  distribution  of. Kew  York  State.grapes  was  equally  as  good  as  in  any 
preceding  season-     The  3,198  cars  shipped  this  season  went  to  207  cities  in 
27  slates  including  District  of  Columbia  and  Canada,      The  distribution  terri- 
tory in  the  east  extends ' from  Florida  to.  Maine,    on  the  Northwest;  to  V/isconsin 
and  on  the  Southwest  New  York  State  stock  was .  shipped  into  Missouri.     The 
increase   in  shipments   this   season  over  last ..  season1  s  total,  which  was  an 
increase  of  over. 600  cars  was  reflected  proportinnally  in  the  receipts  at   the 
larger  consuming .centers.     Most  States  with  distributing  territory  received 
the  proportinate.increa.se  in  shipments  and  Pennsylvania  received  more  than 
the  expected  increase.     Some  of. the  States  which  are  important  receivers  of 
New  York  State  grapes  are  Illinois,  New  Jersey,.  Massachusetts,   Connecticut, 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  State.

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DEFINITIONS  OF  TERMS 


As  used  in  these  grades! 

"Mature"  means  that  the  grapes  are  juicy,  palatable,  and  have  reached 
that  stage  of  development  at  which  the  skin  of  the  berry  easily  separates 
from  the  pulp.  Frozen  or  slightly  frosted  stock  should  not  he  confused  with 
mature  stock.-  ■•'•*  •"  •' 

"Well  colored"  means  that  the  berries  shall  show  full  color  character- 
istic of  the  variety, 

"Fairly  well  colored"  means  that  not  less  than  75  'Per  c'en* »  *y  weight » 
shall  show  full  color  characteristic  of  the  variety.  Twenty  five  per  cent 
may  show  partially  or  poorly -colored  berries  which  are  not  characteristic  of 

immature  berries, 

"Shattered  berries"  means  berries  which  have  separated  from  the  bunch, 

"Compact  bunches"  means  well-filled  bunches,  with  no  open  spaces. 

"Fairly  compact"  means  that  the  bunches  are  well  filled  but  that  the 
berries  are  not  closely  spaced  as  in' "compact  bunches," 

"Damage"  means  any  injury  which  materially  affects  the  appearance  or 
the  edible  or  shipping  quality. 

"Serious  damage"  means  that  the  defects  taken  singly  or  collectively 
seriously  affect  the  market  quality. 

"Straggly"  means  a  -decidedly  open  bunch  with  large  open  spaces  and 
very  few  berries.   Small  immature  shot-berries  characteristic  of  the  Worden 
variety  should  be  disregarded,  unless  they  are  'excessive  in  number  and  de- 
tract materially  from  the  appearance  of  the  lot. 

NOTE:  The  New  York  Standards  for  Grapes,  are  exactly  the  same  as  the 
above  U.  S.  Standards  for  grapes;'  with  one  exception;  namely  the  mame  applied 
to  the  UNCLASSIFIED  grade  or  classification.   In  the  U.  S.  G-rades  the  name 
applies  is  "UNCLASSIFIED"  and  in  the  New  York  State  Standards,  the  name
